We all shouted, and 
an answer was immediately returned 
from the ship, which turned ont 
to be the Star of Hope, under 
the command of Capt. Talbot. All those who 
were in Captain Munro’s boat were taken on 
board the Star of Hope, and were treated with 
every possible kindness. We told him that 
other boats were lying about, and Capt. Talbot 
said he would look out for them. e ernised 
abont, and placed men on the look-out. Be- 
tween 10 and 11 o'clock we piaped up No. 3 
boat, but, though the Star of Hope eruised 
about all night and part of the next day, noth- 
ing more was seen of the other boats.

THE STEWARDS STATEMENT. | 

Mr. John L. Hunter, steward of the Hiber- 
nia, says: We had strong winds tor several! 
duys after leaving New York, succeeded by 
heavy westerly gales. which continued up to 
the morning of the 4th vlt., when the screw 
shaft broke. When the accident happened 1 
was in bed. The -ccond steward came tame 
and said that some terrible thing had occurred 
—the —— he thought, come off the 
shaft. All the passengers were in bed, but 
they got up, dnd then went to bed again quite 
composed. An attempt was made to raise the 
propeller, but it proved aneuccessful, as ii got 
iixed between the rudder post and stern post, 
and the consequence was that the veasei 
would not steer, The gale still continued, 
and there wa- a heavy sea running. Some 
time afterwards it was discovered that the 
-hip was leaking, and the donkey engine, and 
the ship's engine, were set agoing to work the 
pumps; the bilge puiups were also wrought by 
the crew. As the leak continucd, orders were 
given to throw eargo overboard, and we were 
all busy at this work. The leak was at the 
stern end of the vesscl; there was no leak in 
the center bulkhead in Whieh the tnyzine-room 
Was situated, but as the stern part sunk the 
waves broke over the bulwarks and got into 
the passage way leading to the enzine-room. 
As it was apparent that all eflort« to save the 
ship were hopeless, Captain Munroe, who dis- 
plaved great coolness under the trying circum 
stances, gave orders to launch the boats. His 
arranzements were of the most complete de 
scription. Instructions were given to sapply 
the boats, Which were all in exceilent condition, 
with an ample supply of water, biscnit, and 
preserved meat. The crew were then tolled 
off to the different boats, and after the men 
had taken their positions the boats were low- 
ered, under great difficulties—the officers in 
charge of each being instructed to keep them 
off from the ship until they were called to 
come alongzide. No passengers were allowed 
to go on board the boats before these were 
lowered into the water, with the exception of 
an invalid lady, who was assisted into the cap- 
tuin’s boat, the occupants of which were 
jicked up. The difficult part of the work 
tnen commenced-—the embarking of passen- 
gers aboard the boata. This was accomplished 
in a manner that reflected the hig!ist credit 
on the captain. The passengers were divided 
into sections, as the crew had been. Bont No. 
1 was then called to pull alongside the 
sinking ship and reecive her compiement of 
passengers; then Nos. %, 0, 4 an 5 in like 
manner. While this difficult and dangerous 
work was in progress, the utmost order pre 
vailed on board. Captain Monro was station- 
ed at the gungway, end saw that his orders 
were carried out tothe letter, No. 1 boat, 
whieh was subsequently commande! by the 
captain, was pulled toward the ship; she was 
siruck by a wave, which c#a-ed her to bump 
against the vessel's side, whereby she com- 
meneced to leak in consequence of one of her 
timbers having been started. The captain 
and chief engineer remained oa board the ship 
till all the passengers were safely put on 
hoard the beats, the former being the 
last to leave the ship The captaiu 
and engineer then got on board the first 
mate’s boat, but subsequently the fermer hailed 
his own boat (No. 1) and leaped onboard. As 
the lifeboat under charge of the Captain wae 
considered too deeply laden, two passengers 
were trensferred to the fir-t mate’s, the num- 
ber left being then twenty-one. Our boat(the 
Captain's) was then pulled before the wind, 
and after bailing her for about twelve lvurs 
we were picked up by the Star of Hope. Short 
ly after leaving: the ship, the buat under the 
cherye of the first mate capsized. I then op- 
served five or six men clinging to the keel, 
after which she was righted, and then nine or 
ten men got into her. Among those who were 
immersed by the capsizing of the boat were 
several ladies, all of whom were observed to 
float longer than the men. After being pi-ked

‘The devil has too long gone up 
and down on the earth like a roaring lion. 
We do not presume to say that his jour- 
neys are to be abridged, or his power cur- 
tailed, but, as journalists watching the drift 
of events, and as faithful chroniclers of the 
signs of the times, we wonld be recreant to 
our trust if we were not to mention the 
circumstances indicating that the devil is 
losing power in the land. It is said that 
Harriet Beecher Stowe deplores writing 
the book entitled “Uncle Tom's Cabin.”

1? It is well known that money made of the

Our bonds are held 
largely abroad, and in case of a monetary crisis In 
Kurope, all the money resources of Our country 
would be at onee strained to satisfy the demands 
o! these bondholders, and we should be ertippled 
for years to come.

W. H. Morgan, of Towanda, Bradford 
county, Pennsylvania, one of the most efficient 
and accomplished engineers of the North, has 
eflected a conditional contract, but awaiting 
contingencies in New York City, for the con- 
struction of the western branch of the 
Central Railroad from Brenham to Austin.

An Interesting Letter from Him on 
the Importance of the .Virginia Val- 
ley Railroad. 

[Correspondence of the Baltimore Sun.|] 


OrFicEe oF THE VALLEY RArLRoan, | 
STAUNTON, Va., Dec. 22, 1868, 

Editors’ Baltimore Sun: Botetourt county 
votes a subscription of two hundred thousand 
dollars to the Valley Railroad by a vote of 748 
for to 145 against it. I inclose you a copy of 
the letter of Gen. E. Lee in regard to the 
railroad, which please publish in ue next 
issue, and oblige M. G. HARM: 

The following is the letter of Gen. Lee: 

LexineTon, Va., Dec. 17, 185s. 
My Dean CoLoneL—I am giad to learn from 
your lettcr of the 15th that the prospect for the 
early construction of the railroad from Harri- 
ronburg to Salem is so favorable. It is a work 
of great importance to the fertile region 
threngh which it will pass. Besides enabiing 
the farmers tosend to market their staple 
crops with greater ease and proti it will ren- 
der valuable many products of the farm, or- 
chard and garden which now, for want of 
proper facilities, cannot reach a market, and in 
nddltion will greatly enhance ¢he value of the 
farm itself. it will also open the rich mining 
interests of the upper part of the Valley, and 
will afford an avenue by which capital and 
labor may be introduced for the development 
of manufactures. The almost unanimous vote 
of Rockbridze county to subscribe four hun. 
dred thousand dollars to the road, proves its 
importance in the eyes of its citizens. 

f the rich county of Augusta will give an 
equal sum, and the counties of Roanoke and 
Botetourt cach balf tbat amount, it ought to 
insure the early Construction of the 
Railroads have become e-sential 
growth and prosperity of a country.

LECAL TENDER.— Messrs. Henry Clews & Co.,, of 
New Vork, in the circular letter of the loth tinst.. 
remarks as follows with reference to the probable 
effect of a decision by the Supreme Court declar- 
ing the legal tender act unconatitattonal: 

Some uneasiness has been caused through inti- 
mations of a probability that the Supreme Court 
may declare the legal tender act unconstitutional, 
Whatever might be the terms of the decision as to 
contracts made since the passing of the act, an 
opinion adverse to’ its constitutionality would 
huve a mest serious bearing upon the operations 
of the National Treasury and of. the banks, 
the absence of an adequate supply of any other 
form of currency, United States notes might 
still temporarily pass, with very great 
inconvenience, tn the retail transaction» of trade 
at a constantly varying deprectation; but they 
could be no longe r available for the larver con- 
tracts of commerce The treasury would be com- 
pelled by the madeqwac y of its stoc k of gold to 
continue suspension Upoa its note obligations, in- 
cluding not only $355,900,00) of notes, but al<cr 
25,000,000 of 3 per cent. certificates, and could do 
nothing toward retirtog those obligations beyond 
oftering to conyert them into a long bond, the 
market value of which would determine the valne 
of the notes and certificates. Under these cir- 
cumstances, the banks would fail to procure goid 
from the treasury, as an adequate basis of reserve 

and for the purposes of payments; and. being un- 
al leto satisfy either their depositors or note- 
holders, would be driven Into suspension, and, in 
ihe ease ofthe younger and weaker tnstitutions 
into Hywidatton.
